Skid Assembly For T jPllir Transport Of Standard ISO Pallets 
Abstract 

Standard I.S.O. pallets and mini shipping containers are currently 
shipped by air. The said pallets and mini containers have comer fittings 
fitted at the lower comers to enable stacking and securing in other modes 
of transport. 

i.e. road, rail and sea 

The comer fittings are fitted at least 12mm below the base plane of the 
pallet or container. To enable them to be loaded into aircraft a skid 
assembly has to be attached at each side to give a substantially flat base 
which can move easily on the rollers in the deck of the aircraft. 



Considering the various sizes of pallets and containers in service, 
numerous skids of different lengths have to be made available. 



Description 

What the present iiivention proposes is to produce a skid which is 
telescopic to cater for various lengths and widths of pallet. 

A bolted down self locking twistlock is provided at each end to lock the 
skid into the comer fittings of the pallet. 

A standard tooth arrangement is provided for locking the skid to the 
attachment pins in the aircraft. 

With the aid of the following drawing the invention will now be 
described. ' ^

The proposed invention consists of:- 

The skid is manufactured from rectangular hollow tube (1) with flat sheet 
top and bottom plates (2) (3). The cavity thus formed is filled v^th 
structural foam to provide the required load bearing capacity without 
adding weight. 

The attaching twistlocks (4) are mounted to plates (5) which have 
rectangular hollow sections at the outer point which can slide into the 
hollow sections of the skid body. 

Spring loaded shoot bolts (6) are built into the body which locate in holes 
of the hollow sections attached to the tvvdstlocks thus by providing holes 
in the said hollow sections into which the shoot bolts engage the various

A further improvement is achieved by producing- the tooth engagement 
sections (8) as a hollow section and inserting hard wearing nylon plugs 
(7) into he ends at the contact points. 



Claims - 



1) A skid assembly as described where the length is adjustable. 

2) A skid as at claim 1 where the body is jfilled with structural foam. 

3) A skid as at claim 1 where the engagement teeth are fitted with 
synthetic or rubber inserts. 
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
